CAUSE OF UNBEST. 

Frank i*. WaUh, ciiainuuu oi Ihc United States 
CommiMion of indurtrial relaUoM, made an ad- 
dNM last Monday in which he gave tlio rcsnlt of 
the commission's investigations and liis deduc- 
tion from all the testimony, which was the low, 
wagea in the eauae of the unrest in this country, 
and consciuently the only oscapp from unr.-st is, 
pay better wages, and tliis was his conchision 
from those weeks of investigation. He might have 
said the same thing before he started on liis jannt 

But where arc tlie wm-jti-s lowt Tliiit is wiiat tlie 
oommission should lind out. Is it because of con- 
dition of trade, within the power of eapiUl to cor- 
rect! Or is the condition beyond control? I5ut 
the investigation slicds no li^ht on this phase of 
the question. The only appearance of an answer 
to the question is his onslaught upon wealth, which 
he thinks should be outlawed. No ddulit, the 
world would like to sec wealth mory evenly dis- 
ti-ibuted, but tliere is no way to accomplish this 
leveling process and make it stick. The commission 
at least failed to suggest a way.— Ohio State 
Journal. .

Tdeal eondi- 
tiiiiis can ciiily bo f<('<'ur('il by ollii'irnt 
libnitary uvcr-sight of school construc- 
tion, school furnishings and sehool ad- 
ministration. When one considera that 
schools are often the centers of infec 
tions, porhapa the most cumMhui source 
for ehlldron, it is evident that ail com 
tv.mtitieo should establlsb some form 
(,1 modical inspection and sanitary su- 
|'crvi>ion «» a inoaHuro of public hy- 
(iiiono. Such measures, it seems to me, 
should be in the care of ono competent 
individual instead of a group of indi- 
\ iiluals; this iniliviilual ^-lioiild bp Jiaid 
a just gum for his sorvicos, and made 
responsible for the detection and ad- 
iustmcnt of all conditions unfavorable 
l( the health of the school child. Such 
!U iiKpoctor ."liouM visit tlio N irimis 
sihool buildings at least ouce a n ook, in 
fact, he should be in direct touch with 
tho situation at all times. One yearly 
insiiection, it seems to mo, does very 
llttio, if any, \!00i\, osiiccially if it \^ 
loft in the hands of mm who receive 
10 compensation for the same, and who 
ically li:no not tlio tiiiio to tako frniii 
tlioir other maniloM •liitio^. Tlio s' lmol

-■■hoo! W(irK. It is a ijin'st ieii whothor 
I euipnlsory school attoiidance is jurtti 
t able without the protection afforded by 
such compulsory supervision. It is true 
sehool architecture has made great 
strides in late years, and many mod- 
ern. buildings, both in tbo oily (ind eoun- 
ti,v, have been erected that are admir 
..bly adapted to their purposes, but 
o\on in these the hygienic demands of 
tho school lia\o not nUvays rocoivod tlio 
(Attention demanded by their import 
nnee, while many old sehool bulldinK'' 
aio oiitiroly unsuitablo for Use, on «c- 
i-ciiiit of tlioir loi'atiun, ciiiistruct ion, 
lii' k (if siiitablo hoatiiin and ventilation, 
uud of proper lighting. In all school 
buildings, even the very he«t, sehool 
lMana;'Oinoiit is rospmisililc fur imi^ort- 
ant li.vgionic noiossitios that often ro 
. oivo scant attention in the over rush 
for book knowletlge. Over-crowdiuit 
ai d improper seating is common, out- 
liciisos and foilot rooms are insuniciont. 
unsuitablo or uncared for. Methods of 
school cleaning are Ineflietent and often 
even dangerous; drinking cuj>s are used 
i.i common; school books, jioncils and 
utlior appliances u-ed in common arc 
rot cleaned nor disinfected; children 
habitually dirty are not separtetl from 
tlio clcin, nor is there provision usu 
ally for school baths. « 

The number of cases of communi 
cubic parasitic and skiu diseases dis 
covered among school children by med 
ical examiners, makes it dosirablo that 
the dirty should be separted from tlie 
clean. The services of a publie health 
or school nurse, in following up these 
cstses would be productive of very 
marked iiii|irovoinont in tho cdinlitiou 
of persoiiai cleanliness of tho indi- 
vidual children. Health talks to moth- 
ers iiii'Icr tho supervision of educational 
and health authorities will help great- 
ly. Tho dangers of duiit as a carrier 
of disease germs make a radical change 
in the present methods of clenniu;; 
M lie.il rnoiiis iioccssar.v. Jaiiit' r.s and 
other cnrofakors must bo sujiorvisod ami 
trained in the best' methods of moist 
cleaning and dusting. Out-housea and 
toilet rooms must receive more enlight 
OMcd attention. Tho comlltion of thOSe 
places in many instaucos is a menace 
to health as well as morals. All teach- 
ers of children should be instructed in 
the elements of personal and school hy 
giene. Their intelligent initiuti\o and 
co-operation is necessary in all uioas- 
'ures for .rendering school attendance a 
healthful ox|ierioaice. Tho teacher's 
ideas of veutilatiou for instance are 
what eventually determine tho condi- 
tion of tho air in the school room, her 
example In matters of personal eleanli- 
iioss, Ileal no^s mi l clothing may iuilu- 
eucti markedly the habits of the chil- 
dren under hit or her care. No system 
of regukktion or supervision can bi> 
effective without the co-operation of 
t<M> licrs who liavo iutclli|,'eiit kuowl 
edge of the object to be gained. 

To further ompbaaiso some of the 
[oiuts gone over: The disposition of 
irankind, even in these modern days, is 
to live too littio in tlio open air, and 
to have practically no regard fur ]>rop' 
er venlUatlon of honaos, public build- 
ings, etc. This all Important factor is 
bttlo heeded by people in geneml. If 
tlo well individual feels llio need (pf 

fresh air for eoaifort and health, how 
maeh ntoro aoOossary is it to those who 

are not so well. If i'< wil l that every 
well person should hmo at KmsI TOO 
I'ubio feet of air sjiare, and that every 
one not ao well should hav* at least 
1,000 oaMo foot. Frosb air should, or 
at least cir<'ulaf in^» air, sliould at all 
times be allowed in a room occui>iod 
by breathing beings, it matters not 
what the condition of the Individual 
may be, nor what the condition of the 
elements on the outnido. Tho onl.\ care 
to bo specially ob»erved is to ]ire\ont 
dfail(bta on the iadividuaL The fresh 
air, or otiealatiaf air, is alway<< luvig 
oratiag asd never produces a cold. 



Room temperature under ordinary etr- 
cufflstanceo should be about 70 degree* 
Fahrenheit. U is Indeed unfortunate 

that public olllcials. (■«] (•. schoo 
olUcinls, do not appreciate the Imjiort- 
arce of ventilation and are slow to 
sanction the expense of installing an ef- 
ficient apparatus. Often the engineer 
is obli;.'('il to put, (MIC radiator in a 
room whore two or three would be much 
better; he ia uraally obliged to omit 
air washers and humidifying systems; 
sometimes is obliged to omit tempeni- 
ti.re c(»ntrollin>; devices; and frequently 
obliged to use inferior materials, and 
this all to enable tbo architect to give 
the board a building as big as prom- 
ised, or as big as some other architect 
promised, or a building as cheaply built 
as some other supposedly similar build 
ing In a neighboring eity. Similarly, 
through tho employmont of cheap jaii 
ilors, many good ventilating systems 
are rendered iuoflicient. The employ- 
ment of capable janitors, paid proper 
wages, will bring about not only the 
better operation of tho loiiMiiij.', hut a 
giitliciont reduction in fuel co.sts to inoro 
than' pay tbo increased salary. The 
importance of these thinga should be 
impressed on arclilteets, school officials 
and tho jiublic in jioncral. Are «o (.'(. 
ing to invito or compel our children tu 
attend school and then fail to delivci 
to them what the citizens of this coun 
try pay for and have a rif(ht to expect .' 
Are we going to Htrongthon our na 
lion Intellectually, physically and mor 
ally by Improving and increasing our 
oducationnl fncilitiofi aricl possibilities 
tLrough tho avenue of phiciag the chil- 
dren ot our eooatry in better physical 
condition. 

There ore some' beautiful school 
biiiMMi;:s in this Country, but there are 
al-«o .soino buildinga where it is unfit and 
unsanitary oDough to even stable borsos 
and cows. There are school bouses 
nithout windows, whore nil the light 
aiul ventilation cuiiiej thruujjh tho open 
I'lKir. There are some school houses 
that do not apparently shock tbo sen 
sibilitios of the health and educational 
boards, nor those of the parents and 
other citizens, where children arc be 
lag blinded (or nearly so) by iusulli 
tient and Improper light, bad text books 
and friim coiila^ioii. In other scliotiN 
adenoid.s, enlarged tonsils, deafness, 
discliarging oars uud death are beinjj 
locouragod by bod air and unaanitary 
( onditions. Some schools encourage 
i ri'oked bai \in by bad desks anil chairs, 
whilu others siireud coutugiuu by un- 
sanitary water closets, roller toweU 
anil tho common drinking cup. In many 
schools children ore penned in like 
cattle with absidutoly no moans ol 
escape, uud could easily be burned to 
death, if Are attacks the tinder bo.\ 
called a school. It is alfto the custom 
to almost iuvariubly build uur boi>t 
building for thu bi^h school, and this 
K4ves tbo >'ounger children to occupy 
the poorest buildings. As a matter ot 
lact, the lio.sl bnildiiij;s .-liould bo gi\oii 
to tho \ery ^ ouug, for it is during the 
earliest period of school life that the 
children's bodies and characters are 
laoat susceptible to surrounding iutlu- 
euces. According to AUporfa latest 
statistics, there are in this country 2U,- 
uuO,0UO school ebildrea, or 80 per cent 
ef the entiro population. Seventy-live 
I or cent of these dilldren are suffering' 
from somo jKirtially or completely re 
juediai defect, which interferes to some 
extent with the physical, mental and 
ieorul adva 111 oiiieiit. l'i\o hundred 
thousand hu\u organic heart disouse; 
1,0U0,00U have spinal curvature, etc.; 
1,000,UU0 have tut>erculosis in some 
form; 1,000,000, have defective hear- 
ing; 5,OUO,000 have defective vision; 
5,000,000 have malnutrition; 0,UUU,uou 
hftVe operable tonsils and adenoids; lu, 
UU0,I><)0 have defective teeth. All of 
the above named conditions may not 
exist ill oiir owu iniiiiediate community, 
but many uf tbeui do, even so, we would 
not have to leave our own state of Ken- 
lucky to find every one of the condi- 
tions present, at least In some part of 
tho state. So, after all, Isn't It neces- 
sary, even if It doee cost us some of 
fort, to try with all our might to over 
come at lenal most of these conditions ?
